Harrisburg, April 9 (A P).— Ed­ 
ward E. Buddleman, former lieu­ 
tenant governor of Pennsylvania, 
died this morning at 5:20 o’clock at 
a local hospital following a heart 
attack while speaking at a meet­ 
ing last night. 
Beidleman’s death removed from 
Pennsylvania’s political arena one 
of its most colorful figures. 
In re­ 
cent weeks there had been much 
discussion of the possibilities of 
Beidleman winning the Republican 
nomination for governor. 
He lost 
the nomination to Gov. John S. j 
Fisher in the last state campaign. 
W. Harry Bilker, close political 
ally of Beidleman, died in July of 
1927 and the removal of the lattir 
leaves a powerful political organi­ 
sation practically leaderless.
